Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Published Pat. Application No. 2002/0121784 to Chevalier. 

Chevalier 784 teaches (in Fig 18B for example) Applicant's claim limitations 
including : a "catch" - 1 1, a "catch lock surface" - at 13, a "catch cam surface" - 37, a 
"pawl" - 20, a "pawl lock surface" - end of 20 in engagement with 13, a "pawl cam 
surface" - 20A, "actuator wheel" - 50, an "actuator portion" - 30 where operation 
corresponding to functional recitation is explicitly taught in written description at 
paragraph 0097-0098 for example. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-18 are allowed. The prior art does not teach or make obvious all 
limitations particularly including an actuator wheel with two projections arranged to 
engage and with a pawl and catch to function as recited in the claim.
